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in  copying  the  necessary  information  from  the 
records  of  the  Association. 
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Conditions  of  Sale 


1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute.

and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against  the  purchaser  and 
the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will  be  upon 
the  purchaser.  (H,  In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in 
full  by  noon  of  the  dav  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association  and  the 
auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any  other  stipulation  in  these  conditions  of  sale

The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot 
correctly  and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  to 
point  out  any  error,  defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either 
by  the  owner  or  the  Association  of  the  correctness  of  the  description,  genuine- 
ness, authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and  no  sale  will  be  set  aside  on 
account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imperfection  not  noted 
or  pointed  out.  Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse,  d.  Every 
lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its  sale,  and  the  Associa-

FOREWORD 


THE  collection  offered  for  unrestricted  public  sale  has  been  assem- 
bled by  Mr.  Joseph  Dabissi,  antiquarian  of  New  York  and  Flor- 
ence, whose  exceeding  good  taste  and  judgment  have  been  so  justly 
appreciated  in  the  past  by  New  York  patrons  of  art. 

The  collection  is  varied  and  possesses  great  charm  for  those  desirous  of 
furnishing  the  country  house  or  the  city  dwelling  in  the  renaissance  taste — 
an  era  recognized  bv  the  critical  to  be  unexcelled  in  the  production  of 
interior  furnishings  of  dignity,  grace  and  refinement. 

The  important  objects  are  too  numerous  to  mention  bevond  a  collective 
summary:  Italian  and  Spanish  carved  walnut  cabinets,  credenze,  centre  and 
refectory  tables,  together  with  a  number  of  side,  state  and  arm  chairs,  cov- 
ered in  superb  velvets,  embroideries  and  needlepoint  form  the  nucleus  of 
the  collection,  with  much  finely  forged  iron  as  a  decorative  adjunct  to  the 
furniture,  and  as  a  medium  for  torcheres,  lanterns,  grilles,  balustradings 
and  gates. 

The  plastic  arts  are  well  represented  bv  sculptured  marble  and  wood  figures, 
tera-cotta  statues,  Fiesole  stone  mantelpieces,  and  large  oil  jars  molded  in 
terra-  cotta,  some  of  them  glazed.  In  conclusion,  there  are  decorative  oil 
paintings,  textiles,  Venetian  glass,  and  an  important  collection  of  Sienese 
Polio  banners  of  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries,  executed  with 
great  artistry  and  possessing  historical  interest,  as  an  echo  of  the  mediaeval 
pageantry  of  the  "City  of  the  Comrade."
